PARIS, June 16—The real "Treaty of Paris" to be handed to 


the Germans in Versailles on Monday evening differs from the 
"conditions of peace" with which the enemy was presented on 
May 7. 
Several important changes have been made since the Germans 


submitted the counter proposals though the principles of the Al- 
lied treaty remain the same. 
The change regarding Germany's admission to the League of 


Nations is understood to have been phraW "in a short time'. 
This is generally accepted as meaning when the first formal meet- 
ing will be held in-Washington. Among the qualifications for, 
Germany's admission are demonstrations of a progressive and 
stable democratic government. 


Modifications concerning the eastern boundary go some dis- 


tance in meeting the German demands. Germany is understood 
to have been given the opportunity to prove her claim that upper 
Selesia is thoroughly German by a plebiscite to be held within six 
months under direction of an Allied commission. 


The most radical changes in connection with the occupation 


of the Rhine district is designed to place it under civil instead of 
military control. The troops will be probably all French with Brit- 
ish and fewer Americans. The number of Americans is to be 
10,000, just enough to support the American flag there.

the Germans in Versailles on Monday evening differs from the 
"conditions of peace" with which the enemy was presented on 
May 7. 
Several important changes have been made since the Germans 


submitted the counter proposals though the principles of the Al- 
lied treaty remain the same. 
The change regarding Germany's admission to the League of 


Nations is understood to have been phraW "in a short time'. 
This is generally accepted as meaning when the first formal meet- 
ing will be held in-Washington. Among the qualifications for, 
Germany's admission are demonstrations of a progressive and 
stable democratic government. 


Modifications concerning the eastern boundary go some dis- 


tance in meeting the German demands. Germany is understood 
to have been given the opportunity to prove her claim that upper 
Selesia is thoroughly German by a plebiscite to be held within six 
months under direction of an Allied commission. 


The most radical changes in connection with the occupation 


of the Rhine district is designed to place it under civil instead of 
military control. The troops will be probably all French with Brit- 
ish and fewer Americans. The number of Americans is to be 
10,000, just enough to support the American flag there.
